PATH ROW SETTLED 
AFTER 120 YEARS 


A DISPUTE over a public 
right of way near Kid¬ 
derminster has been 
settled - more than a hundred 
years after it began. 

The countryside team at Worces¬ 
tershire County Council has suc¬ 
cessfully opened two scenic paths 
to members of the public after 
proving that they were bridleways. 

In a curious quirk the paths, which run 
through the Lea Castle Estate between 
Cookley village and Kidderminster, were 
at the heart of the same debate during 
Victorian times.

Manager loses 
fight with firm 

A SERVICES manager has lost a compensa¬ 
tion bid against a Kidderminster firm in a 
dispute over whether he was self-employed. 

Richard Baker planned to make a compensation 
claim for unfair dismissal against Lockett & Co of 
Church Street, Kidderminster. 

He said he had been employed for nine years at the 
firm as retail services manager with a salary of 
£28,000 and a car. 

Students to

Miss Erica John- 
Marie, representing Mr 
Baker at a Birmingham 
Employment Tribunal, 
said he was offered a 
£7,000-a-year pay 

increase if he took the job 
as head of licensing. 

“He was eventually 
told he was no longer 
needed,” she said. 

Miss Rebecca South- 
Alien, for the firm, said 
Mr Baker had been a self- 
employed consultant. 

Tribunal judge Miss 
Frances Monk decided 
that Mr Baker had been 
self-employed, prevent¬ 
ing his claim. 

The firm applied for 
£2,500 plus VAT in costs 
against Mr Baker, of Lee- 
on-Solent. The tribunal 
rejected the claim after 
Mr Baker said he could 
not afford it.

The minute book for the former Kidderminster 
District Highway Board of 1889 and 1890 records 
the original clash over public access with the then 
owner of the land. 

He accepted the paths could be used by the public 
on foot and horseback. 

The documents were used as supporting evidence 
by the countryside team to prove that the paths 
should now be opened up to cyclists and horse riders. 

Fantastic 

Steve Waring, countryside definitive map officer, 
said: “It’s absolutely fantastic to see increased access 
on these paths. 

“Worcestershire County Council is committed to 
promoting sustainable lifestyles and we really hope 
people will take advantage of these newly improved 
routes to get on their bikes, saddle up or simply have 
a stroll.” 

The bridleways now 
provide a safer and 
quieter route for cyclists 
and riders linking 
Cookley village with 
north Kidderminster, 
away from the busy 
Wolverhampton and 
Wolverley Roads. 

Andy Grey, a member 
of Cookley and Wolverley 
Footpaths and Country¬ 
side Conservation 

Society, said: “The paths 
have been used by 
walkers and ramblers for 
a long time and it is a 
very useful route as it 
connects the two Castle 
Gate entrances. 

Clogged 

“Sometimes with other 
users such as horse 
riders and cyclists, foot¬ 
paths can get clogged 
up,” he added. 

“But these particular 
paths are in effect farm 
tracks which make them 
far more resilient to this 
type of tread. 

“There is certainly no 
conflict from the walkers 
and I am pleased to see 
that this dispute has 
been resolved after so 
many years. 

“The paths can now be 
used just as they were all 
those years ago.”

Gate bid 
to tackle 
speeding 
at village 

PLANS to tackle speed¬ 
ing on a Hartlebury road 
have taken a step 
forward with the Biffa 
landfill site considering 
financial backing for a 
gate. 

The Old Worcester 
Road, which sees 
motorists regularly 
exceed the 30mph limit, 
has been a concern 
among villagers for 
several months. 

The idea of a gateway 
to the road was raised in 
November. But it would 
cost £3,000. 

Parish council clerk Jo 
Hyrons said: “We are all 
concerned about the 
speed at which cars enter 
the village off the Old 
Worcester Road. 

“We see it as an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen. 

“Although we feel the 
gateway would be the 
most effective speed 
calming measure, finan¬ 
cially we realise that this 
would be very costly. 

Lobby 

“We really want to 
lobby the Safer Roads 
Partnership and actually 
get police out on the road 
in a mobile speed van 
until further develop¬ 
ments can be made.” 

More than 40 Biffa 
wagon journeys take 
place daily to the nearby 
landfill site. The firm is 
keen to help with funding 
for improvements. 

A spokeswoman for the 
company said: “All 
drivers of LGVs visiting 
the site are taken 
through the traffic man¬ 
agement plan. 

“This sets out the 
approach routes which 
truck drivers must use 
and highlights that the 
Old Worcester Road has 
a 30mph speed limit. 

“We are awaiting 
details of the proposed 
plan for improving com¬ 
pliance with the speed 
limits.” 


Santa set to ride the rails more often 


TWO extra Christmas trains have 
been drafted in following huge 
demand for the traditional Santa 
trips at the Severn Valley Railway. 

Of 63 Santa Special festive trips 
along the line from Kidderminster, 
all but 13 are sold out - so two 
extra Santa Herald journeys will 


run on December 20. The Herald 
trains run from Kidderminster to 
Highley with Santa on board. 

Acting marketing manager 
David Mee said the heritage 
railway line was getting close to its 
30,000 capacity for the trips. 

“Although these are difficult 


times and for many people the 
recession is a long way from being 
over, there’s a clear message here 
that the annual visit to the SVR to 
see Santa is not something folk are 
prepared to compromise upon,” 
he said. “As we get closer to 
Christmas, it just gets busier.”

Delay loses 

GOVERNMENT Inspectors have stepped 
in to settle a row over plans for a housing 
development at Clent after councillors 
were accused of taking too long to deal 
with the application. 

The scheme for 10 low-cost homes in a 
wooded area called The Pleck, has been 
met with anger from residents, who claim 
the area will be “ruined”. 

Bromsgrove District Council’s planning 
committee voted to refuse planning per¬ 
mission at a meeting last week. 

But the council no longer has power to 
enforce a decision because of claims it took 
too long to process the application. 

The Planning Inspectorate in Bristol 
will decide whether to grant planning per¬ 
mission but campaigners fear a go-ahead 
as the inspectorate may not be aware of 


local issues and concerns. Plans, submit¬ 
ted by Clent Parish Council and West 
Mercia Housing Association, led to a Save 
the Pleck protest group being set up. 

Applicants appealed to the inspectorate 
that the district council had not dealt with 
the proposals within six months. 

Respect 

The inspectorate agreed to take respon¬ 
sibility for the decision - so the planning 
committee was left powerless. 

Clent MP Sajid Javid said: “I want the 
planning inspectorate to respect the 
strength of local opinion in Clent. Plan¬ 
ning decisions should be made locally, not 
by bureaucrats in Bristol or Whitehall.” 

Two and three-bedroom homes are 
intended to help young families take a first 


step on the property ladder. Woodland of 
about 1,000 sq ft, is home to wildlife 
including badgers, hedgehogs, bats and 
owls, say residents. 

People are also worried nearby Holy 
Cross Lane is too narrow for extra cars. 

Caroline Howard, aged 45, of Holy Cross 
Lane, said: “We are concerned about the 
decision that will be made in Bristol but we 
are confident there is enough evidence to 
show the plans are not suitable.” 

A report to the planning committee rec¬ 
ommended refusal. 

It said: “The proposed development 
would result in the loss of an area of wood¬ 
land which is considered to make an 
important contribution to the character 
and appearance of the Holy Cross Conser¬ 
vation Area.” 


Fight to save run 
down parish room 


Start-up cash offer 
to help rural firms 


MORE than half a 
million pounds of 
funding for Worcester¬ 
shire rural firms helped 
ideas as varied as a new 
wedding venue and a spa 
facility get started. 

Now Worcestershire 
County Council is 
encouraging other busi¬ 
nesses to see how they 
could be helped. 

The Rural Enterprise 
Grants scheme has 
administered more than 
£560,000 of funding to 
companies in the county 
since February 2009. 

It helps businesses 
develop and deliver 
ideas that promote 
diversification in rural 


industries. Ideas backed 
to get started include a 
yoga and spa facility, a 
farm shop and a caravan 
site washroom. 

Councillor Simon Ger- 
aghty, cabinet member 
for economy , said: “It is 
so important to support 
local rural businesses 
and farmers as much as 
possible.”

A NEW committee formed to 
rescue a parish room from ruin 
and keep it open to the public, is 
pushing forward with its efforts. 

Members of All Saints church in 
Wribbenhall, Bewdley, and local sup¬ 
porters have joined forces in a bid to 
gain charitable status for the hall 
which desperately needs repair work. 

The group, chaired by Councillor 
Elizabeth Davies, hopes to secure the 
lease of the 100-year-old building from 
the Diocese of Worcester. Discussions 
are now under way. 

Diane Chater, of All Saints Church, 
said: “If the committee are handed 
over the parish room’s lease and char¬ 
itable status is granted, funding can 
be applied for to refurbish the facili¬ 
ties so they continue to be available for 
generations to come. 

“We have started our own fundrais¬ 
ing efforts already at the Church and 
would like to thank everyone who 
bought homemade cakes from our 
stall at Bewdley Christmas market — 
over £400 was raised purely through 
the cake sale.”

Christmas favourite that 
is still sprouting freely 


FEARS for the future of the Christ¬ 
mas brussels sprout have been allayed 
near Kidderminster. 

There have been concerns that the 
freezing weather could kill off the tra¬ 
ditional festive treat in the ground 
before the sprouts reach the shelves. 

But at Stanley’s Farm Shop in 
Harvington, near Kidderminster, 
sprout stalks are on sale at £1.30 each. 
Shop manager Virginia Richards said 
the last week before Christmas was 
always the busiest. 

Farm shops across Worcestershire, 
the Black Country and Staffordshire 
are offering plenty of the little green 


vegetables although other treats, such 
as leeks, have proved tricky to get hold 
of in some parts of the West Midlands. 

The Christmas rush has already 
started at Essington Fruit Farm near 
Wolverhampton where 20,000 sprouts 
are ready for harvest. 

Owner Richard Simkin said: “The 
weather has not affected us, it’s not 
like we had six foot of snow, so we’ve 
got plenty. 

“It’s a cold, raw job getting the 
sprouts out of the field in these tem¬ 
peratures. 

“But the frost will have made them 
taste all the sweeter.” 
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Theft of 
festive 
trees 
warning 

PEOPLE in the Wyre 
Forest district are being 
urged to contact police if 
they see Christmas trees 
being stolen. 

Police patrols around 
Harvington, near Kid¬ 
derminster, have been 
increased after a farm 
reported 12 trees worth 
about £500 were cut 
down and stolen from a 
field overnight between 
December 5 and 6. 

Every year thefts are 
reported from country 
parks and forests in rural 
areas around Wyre 
Forest, Bromsgrove and 
Redditch districts. 

Police are warning 
that chopping down or 
digging up trees is theft. 

People are urged to 
ensure they buy Christ¬ 
mas trees from a reliable 
supplier. 

As well as country 
parks and forests, it is 
also an offence to dig up 
or cut down Christmas 
trees from farms and 
other commercial sites 
where they are grown for 
sale. 

Meanwhile residents 
are being reminded to 
take precautions against 
thieves when they deco¬ 
rate their homes. 

Every year, police 
receive reports of lights, 
wreaths, and holly balls 
being stolen, along with 
illuminated or blow up 
decorations

THE cabinet meeting to

“It is not ideal having 
to take this step, but the 
matter has been taken 
out of our hands by the 
delay to the Govern¬ 
ment’s announcement,” 
he said. 

The council expects to 
publish the budget pro¬ 
posals in the week of 
January 4. 

Councillor added: “The 
public are most welcome 
to attend the cabinet 
meeting, and I would 
encourage local residents 
to study the proposals 
and to let us have their 
views before final deci¬ 
sions are taken during 
F ebruary.”

Selfish 

“It’s quite clear on each 
bin that it’s for use on the 
public highways only, so 
there really isn’t an 
excuse for such selfish 
behaviour that could put 
people at risk. 

“If anyone do see such 
incidents then I’d urge 
them to contact the local 
police to report the 
matter.” 

The county council 
now provides 1,200 grit 
bins - 150 more than last 
year - for public use. 

They are placed at 
locations which meet 
certain criteria such as 
the gradient of the road, 
proximity of bends and 
junctions, level of traffic 
use and areas with more 
vulnerable residents.

Sarah Biles had the toughest category in the 
women’s second-level black belt and above section. 

She started with a minor score win against a Ply¬ 
mouth player, then held a third-level black belt from 
Coventry for maximum points before throwing a 
very experienced Harlow opponent for maximum 
points to put herself into the semi-final.

Here she comfortably defeated a Bristol woman on 
the ground to reach the final against a London 
player. 

Biles was conceding quite a bit of weight but dom¬ 
inated the match and finally won with a high score 
early in extra time to land Samurai’s third gold. 

Biles and the Moon twins both entered the 
women’s open category. Rachel Moon took the bronze 
while her sister and Biles faced each other in the 
final. 

Unfortunately, Biles sustained a knee injury 
during the contest, had to withdraw and settled for 
the silver. It left Sally Moon to take her second gold 
of the day.
